1. muft.confels, this feeme to me to be the 
moft trifling Difpute, that ever I have met 
with between any Men of Confideration ; 
and ’tis evident to me, that both their Af: 
fertions are equally true, both erroneous, 
and yet both reconcilable to one another 5 
and particularly both Motives to, and Ex- 
plications of the Union, and a {maf Attempt 
to enter into the Nature of the thing, will 
bring both thefe Gentlemem to be of the 
fame Mind, and both their Arguments:‘may, 
ifthe Gentlemen themfflves pleafe, be 
reconciied in that one main thing, the 
UNION. 

The ttaion of the Kingdoms, ’cis true, 
‘dees not refalve all cheir National Interefts 
into-one.and the fame 3 either mathemati- 
cally:and: numerically one, or nationally oac, 
and fo if the Enquiry be made to fpeak lit- 
tacally, be is wrong, for Example, there is 
not an Onenefs in their Eccletiaftical Inte- 
refts, as the two Churches, whofe Rights 
are feveral and referv’d: There is not an 
Qnenefs in their refpe@ive Adminiftrations 
of Juftice, which in Refpeét to feveral Na- 
tions are different in Manner, in Place, and 


in all the Methods of Adminiftration, and 

fo of the feveral other Inftances, of which 
Mr. H—s is very bountiful in the Particu- 
lars; I muft own, I think to very little 
Purpofe, becaufe really tis a Nicety of no 
Manner of Signification. 

But if, Gentlemen, there be an Union, 
and a Samenefs in the general Interefts of 
the Natioas, with Refpe& to thefe very 
Heads; I think ’tis plain, there is an One- 
nefs of Interefts. 

For Example, there is notaa Onenefs of 
Eccletiaftical Interefts, as to the refpeétive 
Principles of the Churches, as Epifcopal and — 
Presbyterian, but there is an Onenefs of 
their general Interefts, as Proteftants , and 
it will for ever unite their Interefts, fo — 
as to make them one Body, with one ge- — 
neral Intereft, againft all Sorts of Superfti- 
tion, Athei{m, Idolatry, Popery,Heathenifm, 
and the like common Enemies of the Prote- 
tant Religion; and their different Interefts, 
as Epifcopal and Presbyterian being referv'’d, 
will have no Influence, I am fare need not, 
nor ought not, to interrupt their general: 
Intereft, mutual Defence and Psoteétion a- 
gainft chofe common Enemies. 

Thus for a further Example, their diffee 
rent Adminiftrations-of Juftice are referv’d 
outof this Onenefs, and it is the Intereft 
of both Nations, that they be adminiftred 
in their own feparate Manner, in their ree 
fpeétive Kingdoms, by their proper Judges, 
&c. and what Objeétion is this to the One- _ 
ue(s of the General, viz. That Juftice be 
equally and effe@ually adminiftred 7 This i 
the general Intereft of the whole; and bee 
comes fo by the Union, and is no more in- 
terrupted by the Coalition, than the re- 
fpeGtive Privileges of feveral Burroughs — 
and Corporations ia England, who hang and — 
draw within themfelves, and who referve 
to themfelves to be exempt from coming to 
Lovdon to the Sovereign Courts, or have 
Jadges of their own, as in Wules, Chefter, 
Durbam, and the like, hinder, vhat Eng- 
Jand has ail their National Interefts united — 
The End of all is, That Jufti 

e of all is, at Juftice be impar- 
tially adminiftred, and the Referye ot Plae 
ces or Perfons makes a0 manner of Breach 
in the Unity of Interefts, and this, 1 think, 
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will bring Mr. Hs, and the Baquirer to- 
ether, to mean the fame thing, or both 
ve miftaken, Jes them make the Choice. 
Mr. H—=s, to make good his Point like 
other Difputants, when they have weak 
Arguments, runs into one of the worft Sort 
of Unhappineffes, that a Mad, who claims 
fair arguing, can fail into, and that is Want 
of Truth; and to make good a weak Af- 
 fertion, aflumes afalfe one.
